This unit "is capable of: Measuring frequencies up to 50 MHz, 
Time Interval measurements from 500 nsecs to 1000 seconds, Period 
and Period Average over a range of 10 Hz to 1 MHz, Ratio of two 
Frequencies and Totalizing." It is in very good shape (some 
wearing of paint on the front top edge, and marks left by long- 
term masking tape on the top of the unit. Also, the white 
lettering on the red plastic display bezel have faded.), and when 
tested against the output of a friend's ‘Heatkit Most Accurate 
Clock', the counter registers within 1 Hz of correct. 


Included is the Operating and Service Manual for the counter
